MARCUM HOLDS A'S 
TO BUT SIX HITS 


Red Sox Win 4 to 1 For Their Seventh From 
Athletics

John "Footsie" Marcum chose his ex-teammates on the A's 
as victims of his best pitching performance of the season 
yesterday with the result that the last-place disciples of Connie 
Mack still are seeking their first 1936 victory over the Red Sox at 
Fenway Park. They went down, for the seventh time, 4-1. 

In turning in his hard-earned seventh victory of the year, 
Marcum restricted the A's to six hits and half of these came after 
two were out in the ninth inning when the visitors pushed over 
their lone run and threatened, for a brief spell, to commit a grave 
injustice by preventing Johnny from finishing. 

Until that belated insurgency, the heavy-set son of the 
Kentucky hills was well nigh invincible. A pair of singles by 
"Pinky" Higgins and a safe bunt by Lamar Newsome constituted 
the sum total of Philadelphia hitting. Lou Finney was the only 
other A to reach first base and he did so on an error by Bill 
Weber. 


Snappy Performance 


Only 1800 paid customers were on hand to welcome the Sox 
home for another of those short stays and witness the Marcum 
masterpiece, but some 10,000 Park Department youngsters were 
present as guests of Tom Yawkey as well as owner Tom himself. 

Before this critical gathering, the Hose gave a snappy 
all-around performance. Despite Werber's boot and a wild peg by 
Johnny Kroner during the late peg by Johnny Kroner during the 
late uprising, Marcum was given excellent support with Foxx, 
Melillo, Werber and Almada contributing plays that brought forth 
special demonstrations of approval. 

At bat, the erstwhile squires of Fenway rattles out an even 
dozen hits off the combined offerings of Herman Fink and Randy 
Gumbert with Marcum, Foxx, the rejuvenated Cramer, and 
"Rick" Ferrell each getting a pair. 

However, once the men were on bases, the Sox succumbed 
to their current malady of not getting them around and that 
accounts for the small total of runs on their part. 

Young Fink pitched seven innings and was the victim of all 
but one of the Sox hits. However, if it weren't for his own error, 
he would have gotten past his stint with only a single run. 


On Their Way 


This error, a fumble of "Dusty" Cooke's easy roller in the 
second inning, started the locals on their way to their first two 
runs. After Almada had flied out, "Rick" and "Skee" Melillo 
pounded almost identical singles into center and Marcum poled a 
long fly that Bob Johnson grabbed one-handed near the left 
center field wall. 

An example of how hard the runs were coming for the Sox 
occurred in the fourth. Dandy "Rick" opened the inning with his 
second hit, took second on Melillo's sacrifice, moved to third on 
Marcum's single to left and cashed in as Cramer lined a safety 
into center after two were out. 

Their final run was ground out in the eighth when Almada 
raced home all the way from second on an infield out. Mel 
scratched a single off Niemiec's shins, was sacrificed to second 
by "Rick" and was in the midst of stealing third when Melillo 
topped an easy roller down to Niemiec. Mel just kept going and 
scored standing up. 

When Marcum retired the A's in order in the eighth, a 
shutout seemed assured. That's been John's fatal inning. 

However, with two away in the ninth, Bob Johnson lashed a 
drive through Melillo with such force that he got a double on it 
and Higgins proceeded to score him with "Pinky's" third hit of 
the matinee. 

frankie hayes then hit to Kroner, whose peg drew Foxx off 
the bag, and the bases were filled when Newsome lined a single 
into left. Higgins could have scored on the hit, but preferred to 
play safe, whereupon ex-red Socker Al Niemiec hit a 3-2 ball to 
Bill Werber, whose toss to melillo, forcing Newsome, ended the 
game.

PIERSALL'S TWO-OUT 
SINGLE WINS FOR SOX, 
5-4 
Hit Scores Lepcio to Beat Indians

Jim Piersall's 11th inning, two-out single drove Ted "Perfect 
Day" Lepcio home with the run that gave the Red Sox a tingling 
5-to-4 triumph over the Indians in a game full of fantastic 
situations at fenway Park yesterday. 

A couple of balks helped make possible his third straight 
win over the Indians. Cleveland actually "balked" itself out of the 
game. 

Lepcio opened Boston's 11th with a single through the 
middle, giving him the distinction of reaching base each time he 
batted. He had homered, singled and walked twice before getting 
this hit off Mike Garcia. Tom Umphlett sacrificed him to second. 

An intentional pass was handed to Milt Bolling. Al Zarilla 
batted for relief pitcher Ellis Kinder, who was to get credit for his 
first victory of the season. Zarilla popped up. 

This brought up Piersall, who had been hitless in five tries. 
"I'd been swinging too hard and swinging on high pitches," 
Piersall said, "and I guess they figured that I'd keep it up." but he 
didn't. He laid off three straight tosses. garcia came in with a 
strike. 

"Now," Piersall related. "I got the hit sign." And he hit. It 
was a hot roller between third baseman Al Rosen and shortstop 
Ray Boone into left field. Lepcio scored. 


"I was watching Bob Kennedy in left field," Melillo 
revealed after the game, "and when I saw the ball roll up his arm 
I sent Ted home." 


Three Homers Off Brown 


Bob Feller and Hector "Skinny" Brown were the starters, but 
neither finished. Brown was rocked for three homers and all four 
Cleveland runs. Feller yielded two tallies in the first six innings 
and was yanked at the start of the seventh when Milt Bolling 
opened up with a single. 

Cleveland was the first to score. Al Rosen smashed his fifth 
homer over the whole works in leftfield. This was equalized in 
Boston's second on Lepcio's third homer. A homer by Joe Tipton 
to open the third gave Cleveland a 2-1 lead. 

A balk by Feller paved the way for the Sox to retire it in the 
third Gene Stephens opened with a single and was awarded 
second on Feller's balk. Stephens galloped to third as George Kell 
was tossed out on a roller to Avila and sprinted home on Dick 
Gernert's liner to Jim Lemon in left. 

Cleveland went ahead, 4-2, in the fourth with two out. Harry 
Simpson singled and Jim Lemon homered. The Indians were 
silenced thereafter. Willard Nixon relieved Brown in the fifth 
after Feller had walked and Nixon pitched 5 2-3 scoreless 
innings. Kinder pitched the runless 11th. 

When Bolling opened the seventh with a single, Dave 
Hoskins relieved Feller. Hoskins, who won 22 games at Dallas 
last year set down the next three Sox batters. But he ran into 
trouble in the eighth and Garcia had to bail him out. Kell opened 
the eighth with a single off the fence and Floyd Baker ran for 
him. 

The Sox got a break here when Gernert's grounder was 
deflected by Hoskins into a base hit. Sammy White's attempted 
sacrifice bunt turned into a force play at second base, with Baker 
taking third. Lepcio walked to load the bases. 

Hoskins was then forced into a balk by Tipton, who held up 
the pitcher while he was in his pitching motion. Hoskins didn't 
pitch and Baker was awarded second. Garcia was then brought in 
and Umphlett singled to bring White home with the tying run.

SOX, DAWSON GET THE 
JUMP ON ORIOLES

BALTIMORE - The Orioles of Camden Yards already knew 
Red Sox hitters were dangerous. Now they've found out that 
Boston's Boys in the Bullpen are the real reason the Sox are alive 
in the American League East. 

The morning headlines will no doubt reflect that Andre 
Dawson, making his debut at Oriole Park, drove in five runs in 
the first two innings to send Boston to an 8-7 victory. A crowd of 
46,167 could tell you about a grand slam by Oriole Harold 
Baines, who drove in five runs himself. Or home runs by Tony 
Pena and Mo Vaughn that sailed over the center-field fence. 

The Red Sox moved within a half-game of first place with 
the win. Toronto lost and New York won to tie for the lead in the 
American League East. The Orioles remain fourth, four games 


out. 

Boston is on a 28-7 run. Credit for one of the Sox' more 
important victories of the year goes mostly to a bullpen that bent, 
but refused to yield to the pesky Orioles, who have lost four 
straight. After veteran Frank Viola had to be lifted in the fourth 
inning, the Red Sox shut down the Orioles on outstanding 
pitching by middle relievers Paul Quantrill and Greg Harris, and 
closer Jeff Russell, who picked up his 27th save. 

The bullpen is the Red Sox' most potent weapon. Baines' 
eighth career grand slam turned an 8-2 lead into a tight 8-6 
contest. But Baltimore could get only one run in the last 5 1/3 
innings, and that on a sacrifice fly in the eighth when it loaded 
the bases against Harris with one out. 

"We're playing pretty good baseball right now," said 
Dawson, who did his damage with a three-run homer in the first 
inning and a two-run double in the second. "We're getting some 
good pitching and swinging the bats pretty good. The pitching is 
the key, especially the bullpen. They're keeping us in games, 
shutting down the opposing team." 

The night should have been glorious for Viola, who 
appeared to be recovered from his sore elbow and held an 8-2 
lead after three innings. Viola turned his game up a notch and 
nearly walked the ballpark. He threw 100 pitches, 49 of them 
balls. He walked six batters and struck out one. With two outs in 
the fourth, he walked two and saw Baltimore's Mike Devereaux 
beat out an infield single. 

One batter later, Viola left, trailing, 8-6, thanks to Baines. 
He did not work the required five innings, thus the victory went 
to Quantrill. 

"I think Frank was so pumped up he was overthrowing," 
said manager Butch Hobson. "I think that is evident from all 
those walks. Usually, he is a finesse pitcher. Tonight, he was just 
missing his pitches." 

Quantrill was brought in so quickly that he didn't have much 
time to warm up. He gave up two singles in the fifth but stranded 
both runners, then got the next six in a row. Harris pitched the 
eighth, allowing one run. Russell mowed down the Orioles in the 
ninth, striking out the last two batters. 

The biggest cheerleader for the bullpen is Russell, and not 
because he winds up with the glory many nights. 

"Quantrill did a hell of a job tonight," said Russell. "In fact, 
he's done it all year. When he was starting, he'd be great for 4 or 
5 innings and he'd have trouble. Maybe this is the position that he 
is cut out for." 

When the Red Sox visited here in May, they won two of 
three games by shutouts. Led by Dawson, who was on the 
disabled list at the time, the Sox put together a nine-hit effort. 
Pena and Vaughn also contributed home runs.

BRAVES TAKE ONE 
FROM CARDINALS 


St. Louis Pitcher Loses Control in the Seventh 
Inning

The Braves started their home engagement right by winning 
yesterday from the St. Louis Cardinals by a score of 6 to 2. 

"Lefty" Tyler, and a young giant named Griner had a 
pitchers' duel for six innings, but in the seventh things broke 
badly for the Western man and three bases on balls in succession 
forced in two runs; a double by Bill Rariden, with the bases full, 
brought in three more and Griner wasn't in the duel any more. 

Pres. Gaffney of the Boston Club, convalescing from a long 
illness, saw his first game of the season at the home grounds and 
was pretty well pleased with th exhibition given by his hired men. 

While the Braves got to Griner for some healthy wallops 
early in the game they did not have the punch when a hit would 
do damage until the sixth inning, when they tied the score. The 
Cardinals scored in the second inning and the Braves trailed till 
the game was two-thirds over. 

Bill Dweeney turned in the fielding feature of the game, a 
one-handed catch of a low liner, hot from Whitted's bat, and 
surely robbed him of a hit. The other fielding chances were 
comparablely easy, although McDonald, Whitted and Maranille 
turned in some goos plays. 

Mowrey was injured in a collision with Myers when the 
latter slid into third base, and had to retire from the game. 
Whitted was then put on third and cathers sent to right field. 

The Cardinals never got more than one hit in an inning off 
Tyler, and of the six bingles made Huggins and Konetchy got two 
each and O'Leary and Wingo one each. Rariden's batting was the 
feature of Boston's stickwork. 

A fair-sized crowd turned out to welcome the Braves home 
and there will probably be a much larger crowd today when a 
double-header will be played, the first game beginning at 2 
o'clock. Clymer was expected to show up yesterday, but didn't. 
He probably will be on hand today and may play in the outfield. 

The visitors were the first to score. In the second inning 
McDonald, after making a fine stop of Konetchy's grounder over 
third, threw wild to first and allowed "Kony" to make second. 
Whitted cracked a low liner which Sweeney speared with his left 
hand as it was shooting past him headed for right field, and 
"Kony" barely escaped being doubled up. O'Leary flied to 
Connelly. Wingo singled to center and "Kony" scored, Wingo 
going to second, as Mann fumbled the ball. 

While Huggins got a double for a starter in the third inning 
and went to third on Magee's sacrifice, he failed to score, being 
doubled up when Oakes struck out attempting a squeeze play. 

A single by Huggins in the fifth with two out, one by 
"Kony" in the sixth with two down and another by O'Leary in the 
seventh were all the hits made off tyler after that till the ninth 
inning. 

Meanwhile the Braves were busy with the stick, but 
developed no runs. With two out in the first inning, Connolly got 
a double; Titus opened the second with a double against the right 
fild fence; both Maranville and McDonald, the first two batters 


up in the third, singled; Myers, the third man up in the fourth, 
was passed and Rariden, who followed him, singled, but these 
hits were wasted and it began to look as if the home team would 
never work over a run. 

In the sixth, however, Sweeney, with one out, doubled to 
right and went to third on Myers’ out at first. Rariden hit a 
grounder, and the ball took a bad bound just as O'Leary was 
going to pick it up and it shot past him for a single, Sweeney 
scoring and putting his team on even terms with the visitors. 

The tie was dissolved and the game won in the next inning. 
After making a fine pickup of Maranille's hot grounder O'Leary 
threw a little wide of first and the "Rabbit" was safe. McDonald 
laid down a bunt along the third base line which Whitted thought 
would roll foul, and so refused to touch it. It kept on fair ground 
and rolled inside the bag just about the time maranville arrived 
there. 

This break got Griner's goat and he passed Connolly, filling 
the bases, with none out, Huggins came in and talked to him, and 
then he passed Titus and Dweeney, forcing two runs over the 
plate. After Myers had fouled to Wingo, and with the bases full 
Bill Rariden doubled to left, scoring Connolly, Titus and 
Sweeney. 

These five runs with the one previously made, settled it, 
making the score 6 to 1. 

In the ninth, after Cathers flied to Mann, Konetchy doubled, 
stole third and scored when Titue muffed Whitted's sacrifice fly.

Ross and Miller hit Homers - Sullivan Shines

By some good hitting bunched in three innings, the Bees 
defeated the Phillies at National League Field yesterday, 9 to 4, 
in their first clash in a five-game series, which includes 
doubleheaders today and tomorrow. 

They took a lead in the first inning yesterday, with one on 
and two out, West started the surge with a double off the right 
center field wall, which scored Glossop, who had been put on 
with a pass. "Chet" Ross followed with his 15h home run, over 
the left field wall, and the cheering which greeted this 
performance had hardly subsided, when Eddie Miller popped his 
12th homer, a twin of Ross's hit. Walter Beck was then relieved 
by Charley Frye. Gene Moore made a single, but Berres 
grounded to May and was the third out. 

The four runs made on the base on balls and four hits was all 
the Bees did on the offense until after the Phillies had tied up the 
score at 4-4 in the seventh, developing two runs in the fourth on a 
single by Litwhiler, and a home run by Rizzo, his 23d of the 
season, and adding two more in the seventh on a double by 
Rizzo, and a home run by Warren. 


Strincevich Goes Out 


Stengel then withdrew Strincevich and sent in Sullivan, and 
the Phillies were through scoring for the day, though the Bees 
were not. 

After being held hitless for five innings by frye, they put 
pressure on him in the seventh, when with one out and berres on 
first, having been passed, Sullivan singled to center; Glossop's 
high-fly cropped for a single in short right, putting Berres over 
the plate; Cooney's single to right filled the bases and, with the 
infield playing in, Rowell bounded the ball over Schulte's head 
for his first and only hit of the game, scoring Sullivan and 
Glossop. 

Two more runs were added for good measure in the eighth. 
Miller led off with a double and came home on Gene Moore's 
single. Berres singled and Frye was relieved by Arthur Mahan of 
Somerville, whom the Phillies acquired from the Louisville club 
and have been using at first base. Sullivan scored Moore with the 
second run of the inning, which, by the way, was not charged 
against Mahan.

DARK'S SINGLE IN 12TH 
WINS FOR BRAVES, 2-1

A slashing single to right center by Al Dark with two out in 
the 12th inning culminated a brilliant pitching exhibition by Vern 
Bickford and gave the Braves a 2-1 victory over the likewise 
spectacular Hank Borowy of the Phillies before 17,058 fans at 
Braves Field last night. 

The result broke a tie for third place and put the Tribe three 
and one-half games out of first place. 

Dark, hitless in five previous trips, found Bickford and 
Eddie Stanky on third and first respectively, as the result of 
singles. He hit the first pitch on a line to right center, a blow that 
might have been a triple had it been necessary. 

Bickford had to be good to edge Borowy. It was his 10th 
triumph. 

The Braves were prevented from winning in regulation on 
two occasions. Shortstop Gran Hamner robbed Tommy Holmes 
of a sure single with a fine stop deep behind second base to flip 
out the Tribal right fielder by inches, as dark was crossing the 
platter with the would-be second Boston marker in the sixth. 

Elbie Fletcher tripled to deep center with none away in the 
eighth, but was thrown out by yards when he was sent home on a 
short fly to Del Ennis. Bob Elliott followed with a long fly to 
deep center. 

Bickford showed remarkable endurance, control and stuff to 
stay in there despite these tough breaks and was aided by two 
stellar double plays in preventing the Phils from crashing through 
twice. 

Successive doubles to the left center sector by Marv Rickert 
and Tommy Holmes, gave the Tribe a run in the fourth. This was 
matched by the Phils in the fifth on a Stan Hollmig single, and a 


left center double by Willie jones. 
Conatser Throws Wildly 


Clint Conatser threw wildly on retrieving Jones' hit. The ball 
wound up in the Tribe dugout. Jones scored from second base, 
but after a lengthy discussion, in which all umpires but Artie 
Gore and the managers of each club took part, Jones was returned 
to third, where he was stranded. 

Ed Stanky, who ranked next to Bickford in all around value, 
provided the finishing touches to what seemed a visitor victory in 
the seventh. With one down and the sacks clogged as the result of 
successive singles by Jones, cabarello and Borowy, Ashburn 
rapped a grounder at Stanky. Stanky tagged Borowy going by 
and flipped to Fletcher for the twin killing. 

Stan Lopata, who had whiffed three straight times, opened 
the Phils' 12th with a double to right center. Stan Hollmig flied to 
Holmes with Lopata moving to third. 

Bickford here walked the long ball hitting Jones, which 
proved good strategy as Bob Elliott then took. Cabarello's hopper 
to turn it into a neat double play. 

Borowy was in command likewise in all but the two Tribal 
scoring innings but was hurt appreciatiably when he granted Vern 
Bickford, his pitching rival, a ground single between third and 
short with one away in the 12th. 

Stanky, who four times previously had refrained from 
cutting at the first Borowy pitch, didn't wait to step back and 
intentionally drive the ball down the first base line. It took a 
vicious hop over Dick Sisler's outstretched arm and Bickford 
raced to third. 

Fletcher popped a weak foul to Jones, but Dark, like Stanky, 
waiting for nothing, slapped the first pitch to right center for the 
clincher.

Griggs 
succeeded in signing the boy after competition from eight other 
major league clubs. In three years at West High School Allen had 
a 14-1 record.

B's Take 5-0 Lead At Start

Vic Stasiuk's three-goal "hat trick" provided the margin the 
Bruins needed to give the Ferny Flaman testimonial a proper 
finish at the garden as the B's squeezed through by 6 to 5 over the 
Canadiens in a weird scoring carnival. 

The 13,909 onlookers - comprising the 10th sellout house of 
the year - thought they had a gang of supermen in Boston suits as 
Ferny's chums practically ran the champs out onto Causeway st. 
in taking a 5 to 0 lead. 

Stasiuk contributed twice to that uprising, the other 
bombardiers being Fleming Mackell, Don McKenney and Guy 
Gendron. 

But it literally required Stasiuk's last goal to pull out this 
decision. Vic boosted his total to 21. 

It was Stasiuk's good finish of a Johnny Bucyk pass in the 
top of the third period that represented the victory margin. 

It is obvious that the Montreal terrors assumed _ their 
accustomed role, scoring three times in the second and twice in 
the third. 

The principal villains were Dickie Moore and Claude 
Provost who bagged a pair apiece, the odd one going to Ralph 
backstrom. 

The jut-chinned Provost is a special menace to the Bruins. 
He has scored seven of his total of 13 against them - six of them 
right here on the garden ice. 

This result was a little too thin for the nerves of the 
spectators but they hallooed more than a little anyway, this being 
only the second time our boys have beaten the Habs in 10 tries. 

Stasiuk, come to think of it, started and finished the Boston 
scoring. He got the first at 1:38 from the right circle on passes 
from Bucyk and Broco Horvath after a play started by Bob 
Armstrong. 

Vic's second at 17:18 in that period was credited to him 
when his body deflected home a Bucyk drive. His last one was a 


beauty on a quick kill of a pass from Bucyk who had stolen from 
Bob Turner. 

Mackell at 4:26 in the second deposited a close back-hand 
on a short fed from Guy Gendron and only 23 seconds later, 
McKenney converted an Armstrong rebound. 

Mackell, who has been playing brilliantly in recent weeks, 
provided a perfectly placed setup for Gendron who had Jacques 
Plante cold. 

Provost got both of his goals directly after face-offs won by 
his center Phil Goyette. Moore's first bounced off Don Simmons' 
stick. His other one, which made it 5 to 6, was on the power play 
with Armstrong out. 

Backstrom was allowed to move in front alone to win a 
hand-to-hand duel with Simmons on a back-hand.

Stasiuk's hat trick was his third. He made two last year 
against Montreal and Chicago.

CELTICS BOUNCE 
BACK

LOS ANGELES - Midway through the fourth quarter, after 
another stake-driving trey, Larry Bird gave it the victory clench 
on his way back up the floor and the crowd went crazy. 

In other words, nothing new to report from LA's second-tier 
team. For their eighth straight year, the Celtics left the Sports 
Arena with a victory, this one a rewarding 96-87 verdict. 

It was a decided turnaround from their hideous performance 
in Denver two nights earlier, when they were the still-life Celtics 
and had nothing. But that is what we've come to expect from the 
Celtics these days -- a surprise a game. 

"Up and down. Kinda like life," said Robert Parish, who had 
17 points. 

This one was close until Bird's fourth-quarter dramatics. The 
Celtics led, 74-69, and anything was possible. They were not 
shooting well, and only voracious rebounding (a 56-38 
advantage) had kept them in front. 

Then came the Bird-led killer run. He had 5 points in a 
quick 10-1 burst, including a trey, as Boston built the lead to 
84-70. The final 5 points in that run were followups, as the 
Celtics scored an eye-opening 26 points off second chances. 

"The rims here are the tightest in the league," Bird said. "I 
remember watching the Lakers game {on Christmas} and also 
from last year's game. There are a lot of crazy bounces." 

After the Clips pulled to 84-74, Boston added 7 straight, 
including a closing trey by Bird. LA called time once again and 
chants of "Larry, Larry" filled the arena, much to the chagrin of 
Clippers owner Donald T. Sterling, who sat at halfcourt and tried 
to look unruffled. 

Both sides looked at the rebounding as the key. While the 
Celtics did get after it defensively, had it not been for second 
shots, they might easily have lost this one. The Celtics shot only 
42 percent. 

Said LA coach Mike Schuler, "The game was lost on the 


boards. They really hammered us. Their offensive rebounds {18} 
were such a big factor and so was our poor shooting {41 
percent}. We were still hanging around, but Bird's two threes just 
knocked us right out of the park." 

"We just never gave up," said Reggie Lewis, who had 17 
points and 8 rebounds after being introduced as hailing from 
Northwestern. "Even though the shots weren't falling, we got 
second and third chances. But that's a lot of misses." 

Indeed, that was coach Chris Ford's main concern after the 
game. The team isn't running as he would like it to and the points 
aren't coming as fast or as easy. 

But unlike the debacle in Denver, Ford couldn't find fault 
with the effort, the concentration or the intensity. That, at least, 
was a welcome change for him. 

"I'm concerned about us not scoring points, but I couldn't 
fault the effort," he said. 

Ford also got nice contributions from Rick Fox and Joe 
Kleine, the latter going 19 minutes and snaring 8 rebounds. 

The Clippers had two strikes against them going in. The fans 
were decidedly in Boston's corner. And as the opening tap 
approached, a sign flashed, "Let's Go Trojans.’ (Southern Cal 
plays here, too.) 

The Celtics had no trouble building leads. But after each 
lead came a lull. Twice Boston had 9-point leads in the first half. 
But neither held up and it was only a 47-44 advantage at the half. 

Things again followed a similar path in the third. The 
Celtics pulled ahead by 9. The Clippers fought back to 60-58. LA 
had a chance to tie it at 60, but Danny Manning's jump hook spun 
out. The Celtics then scored 9 straight, capped by a pretty 3-point 
play by Brian Shaw, and managed to lead by 9, 74-65, after three. 

That set the stage for Bird to take control in the fourth. And 
when he did, the crowd loved it. He had been in foul trouble and 
spent much of the third quarter on the bench. Then he came out 
and scored 8 of his 14 (he also had 17 rebounds) in the fourth. 

For the Clippers, it was a tough loss, for they had been 
playing reasonably well. And it was even harder for them to have 
to hear the "Larry, Larry" chants as they huddled down the 
stretch, knowing the game was lost. 

"That's what you get sometimes in LA," said James 
Edwards, who, with Manning, led the Clips with 16. "It's like 
playing a road game."
